KEEP AN EYE ON INFLATION 


By ang large. 1975 witnessed a tair degree of success in 
damping the fires of inflation. Wnile this corroder of purchasing 
power remains uncomfortably high. its impact has been materially 
reduced in the course of the past 12 months. In early 1976. inflation 
should be moderately well contained. but with the advent of the 
spring montis upward pressures will again strengthen. As wag the 
case in the past two years. this will be due to cost-push rather than 
gemana-puii jaciuis. Tie iaitt7, Newever, could compound the 
problem somewhat in the middle and Jatter parts of the year as 
business makes headway. In the iwitial months of 1976, inflation 
will not build in direct vroportion to the amplitude of new wage 
hikes, since the substantial reservoir of under-utilized production 
capacity in many industries and the cautious buying policies of 
consumers and businessmen militate against irae and unrestricted 
price markups. 

But this barrier against inflation well be increasingly ditticult to 
maintain as 1976 proceeds. The cumulative effects of boosts in 
labor costs. shipping charges. and other operating expenses will 
gradually offset some of the benefits of higher production and 
sales, sGueezing profit marqins to such af eaieot thai ost 
compensating price boosts can alleviate the situation Ains. 
continuing massive deficits in the Jederal budget will add poteni 
fualto inflation. both psychologically and to the degree that such 
deficits are monetized. We envision inflation averaging some #°> in 
1976.

Weilch—Absent. 

MOTION by Lowrig. second 
November Session be approved. 
CORRESPONDENCE: 

1. Letter was read which was sent to Larry Gust from Fred B. 
Kellow, Chiet of Solid Waste Management Division, regarding 
Cravitord-Otseao County Solid Waste Management Plan. 

2. Northwest Regional Transportation Study, from Michigan 
Department of State Highways and Transportation, scheduled 
meetings at several places in the North. 

3. Letler from Crawlord County Road Commission agreed to 
antenne installation on their radio tower to be used for Dial-A-Ride. 
The Board agreed {hat if there is any interference with their system, 
the antenna would be changed, and if the time comes that the 
Dial-A-Ride radio system is not needed, the antenna will be 
removed. ‘i 

4 Letter from Consumers Power Co. to Cornell Agency re their 
agreement with Crawford County Parks Commission, requested a 
complete copy of their policy and endorsements naming 
Consumers and Parks Cummission as additional insureds. 

5. Letter and copy oi biiiing for tne assessing ui tie Ciiy vi 
Grayling was read and tabled until later in the day. 

6. Letters were read from Robert G. Howlett, State Department 
of Labor, regarding appointments for arbitration in Locals 214 and 
2759. 

7. Letter written by Roy Papenfus to State Department of Labor 
explained thal the county cannot afford to enforce plumbing and 
electrical inspections, which are presently being handled by the 
State. 

8. Letter from Wares Bros. with quotations on purchase, rental 
and lease of Canon Copier was filed. 

MOTION by LaGrow, second by Harwood, that the motion 
mage at the November meeting in tegaid ty Canon NP 70 Pais 
Paper Copier be withdrawn, in that they have increased the cost 
from $145 to 31/0 per month, ang thai ne further action be taken oa 
this machine until information is received from Xerox. All Aye. 
Carried. 

9. Letter and copy of Application for Permit to lay a gas 
pipeline in Frederic Township was read from Consumers Power 
Company. Roy Papentus informed the Board that the DNR would 
nave the finai say. 

10. Letter from Willard Bosserman, COOP Extension Director, 
informed of staff changes because of budget deficits in the State of 
Michigan. 

11. Copy of County Ordinance passed February 12, 1975, 
which was sent to Lansing for approval, was reac. There has been 
no reply trom Lansing. 

12. faiph Ostling, State Represeritative, notified the Board 
that he has introduced legislation regarding noise abatement, as 
per resolution passed by this Board. ; 

Discussion was held on the Snowplowing Contract.’Only one 
bid was received. 

MOTION by Failing, second by Harwuod, to contract for 
snowplowing for 1975-76 with Joe Durga at $35.00 per trip. Roll 
Call. Failing. Harwood. Carlisie, Kauffman. LaGrow—All Aye. 
Lowrie—Noa Garried. i 

Mrs, Carol Conklin contacted the Board in regard to the way 
complaints are being handled. John Huss, Prosecuting Attorney, 
was asked to clarify this matter. He will contact the Assistant 
Prosecutor, Robert Britton, to take care of these complainis. 

Commissioner LaGrow talked to the Board at the request of the 
Grayling merchants in regard to Christmas tree planting. He 
exolained that they would like a smaller tree at each side of the first 
isiand in front of the County Building. 

MOTION by LaGrow, second by Lowrie, to approve the 
planting of two smaller trees on each side of the island in tront of 
the County Building, by the merchants and all costs te be paid by 
the Merchants Association. Rol! Call. All Aye. Carried. 

‘re, Gommissioner LaGrow.. gxpressed the wishes of Kiwanis 
President, Marv Zimmerman, on an upcoming project to build a 
band stand on the Parks property in the area between the river and 
the Courthouse. Afier discussion, the toliowing motion was made. 

MOTION by LaGrow, second by Lowrie, to give tentative 
approval for the construction of a replica of the original bandstand 
which was tocated at the site of the old courthouse, but on a much 
larger scale, with the final approval coming from the County Parks 
Commission. and with no cost to the county. Roll Call. All Aye. 
Carried. 

Commissioner LaGrow, after talking with the WIN Program 
representative, explained to the Board a program whereby an 
assistant for the Animal Control Officer could be worked out at no 
cost to the county for one year. 

HEALTH & WELFARE COMMITTEE REPORT by Kauffman. He 
reported that VD is on the rise again in the state. The Health 
Departments are planning a type of program whereby they can work 
in the schools to combat this disease. 

AIRPORT GOMMITTEE REPORT by Lowrie. He reported that 
the Airport Committee held a hearing November 18th on the court 
case. Further pleadings are to be filed, and there is a possibility 
that the case could possibly be heard before Christmas. He 
reported further that the Cily and Township have under discussion 
the possibility of withdrawing their participation in the Airport. 

Cammissianer Welch naw oresent. 

Atlen Schreiner, City Treasurer, appeared before the Board. 
There was a general discussion as to the amount due and awing the 
County for service in City assessing. 

MOTION by Failing. second by Welch, that this County bill the 
City for City assessing from July 1, 1973 through June 30, 1975 in 
the amount of $11,000.00. Rol! Call. Failing, Weich, Carlisle, 
Harwood. Kauffman, LaGrow, Lowrie—All Aye. Carried. 

MOTION by Welch, that the County turn back the City 
assessing to the City. Failed for lack of support. 

MOTION by Failing, second by Lowrie, that the contract be 
accepted by the Board of Commissioners at the rate of $5,500.00 
per year. Contract follows. Roll Call. Failing, Lowrte, Carlisle, 
Harood, Kauftman. LaGrow—All Aye. Welch—Absent Temporar- 
ity. Carried. 

Notwithstanding all previous written and verbal transactions to 
the contrary. the County of Crawtord and City of Grayling enter into 
this agreement for the purpose of preparing and administering the 
tax and assessment rolls for the City of Grayling. 

The following iterns shall bz fully understood and accepted by 
all parties concerned: 

1. The Crawford County Equalization Department shall 
maintain the ownership changes and property splits for the City of 
Grayling, and shall submit same to the data processing company 
for use in maintaining the computerized facilities for preparation 
and printing of the tax and assessment ros for the Gity of 
Grayling The City of Gravting shall pay all costs of maintenance 
and printing as biiled by the data processing facility. 

2. The Equalization Department shall process all personal 
nronerty statements and the audits. if anv. pertaining to same. The 
cost of administration and auditing shall be the burden of said 
department. 

3. The costs of assembling the tax statements for mailing and 
the mailing of the tax statements shall be the responsibility of the 
City of Grayling. 

4. The Equalization Department shall work appraisais on, and 
therefore assess, all new construction subject to ad valorem 
taxation within the City. 

5. The Equalization Department shall assist Senior Citizens 
and veterans in filing the Michigan Property Tax Credit forms 
(MCR-1040} for the purpose of tax rebate under Acts 281, PA 1967 
and Act 20, PA 1973 as amended. 

6. The Equalization Department shall notity, by first class mail, 
any taxpayer whose assessment has been increased over the 
previous year, at least 10 days prior to the March Board of Review. 

7. Under the provisions of the Charter of the City of Grayling 
the Assessor shall sit on the Board of Review tor the City of 
Grayling, It shail be the responsibility of the City of Grayling to pay 
compensation al the sama rate as received by other members of the 
Board of Review to the Assessor for time spent on the Board of 
Review that does not coincide with the regular work days hours 
paid by tine County. 

8. The Equalization Director shalt be the Assessor for the City 
of Grayling. 

9. The staff of the Equalization Department shall assist the 
Director in re-appraising and up-dating the real properties in the

Good news this week 


Why not, now and again, the 
essayist has been asked, write of 
brighter things? 

Admittedly, most of my subjects 
are on the down-side of the spec- 
trum, the nature of essaying being 
what it is in community HEWSRADET: 
ing. 

And also admittedly, better things 
do happen right along, frequently 
going unmentioned or at least 
unspollighted in the practice of at 
least his particular weekly column- 
writer. 

So wity not wiiie of 
things? Why not indeed? 

Take for example the fact that two 
would-be presidential assassins — or 
at least two individuals who pointed 
guns at our president — missed. 

When Lynette Fromme and Sara 
Moore failed in what seemed to be 
their common design, many of us 
glossed right over possible jubilation 
that both missed in their aim. 

Think of the other side of the coin. 
Think of the national fervor if either 
had killed, or seriously wounded, 
President Ford. Think of tie public 
uncertainty, the shame, the tragedy, 
all the possible reactions and coun- 
ter-reactions which could have de- 
veloped — especially right at this 
critical time in our history. 

The attempts at assassination are 
bad enough; one success, right at 
that time in history, could have been 
unbearable -it/ even could have 
brought down our republic. 

Take for another example the 
apparent success of ‘the judicial 
selection procedure. 

US. Supreme Court Justice Wil- 
liam O. Douglas resigned, giving 
President Ford tne chance to pick his 
successor. Michigan Supreme Court 
Justice John Swainson resigned, 
giving Governor Milliken similar 
opportunity. 

Either the President or the Gover- 
nor. or both, could have mishandled 
the chance to strengthen the judi- 
ciary; neither apparently did (despite 
the protests of Ford's choice from 
some strong feminists). 

Each reached into the lower court 
system for what apparently are two 
good, sound, solid appointments — 
John Paul Stevens to the federal 
court, and James J. Ryan to the state 
bench.
